Surely the temperance movement Is 
like the mustard seed of Christ's para­ 
ble which was the 
smallest 
of 
all 
.seeds, 
hut grew to be 
a great 
tree. 
The temperance movement was the 
titty seed in ISOS when Dr. Hilly James 
Clark formed the first temperance so­ 
ciety in history at Moreau. Saratoga 
county. New York, and now it has 
become the great 
temperance 
tree 
whose branches have spread through­ 
out the land and all the world to bear 
their blessed fruit of reformation, and 
provide the leaves of healing for the 
cruel aud deadly wounds which King 
Alcohol have inflicted. 
Temperance as a principle was a 
minus quantity a century ago and or­ 
ganized temperance effort was a thing 
unknown, but today we find the or­ 
ganized forces of temperance every­ 
where at work warning people of the 
evil affects 
of alcoholic 
beverages, 
seeking 
to 
alleviate 
the 
suffering 
caused by drink and to rescue those 
addicted to intemperance, and 
com­ 
bating the evil forces which are 
at 
work promoting the liquor interests. 
In recognition et' the small begin­ 
ning and the amazing growth which 
the temperance movement has made 
during the past century, the temper­ 
ance forces of the world are planning 
to hold a temperance congress next 
year in June at Saratoga Springs. N. 
Y., not far from the place where the 
first temperance society was formed 
under the inspiration ami leadership 
of Billy Clark. 
Little did he realize 
as he organized the first society for 
the carrying on of temperance work 
with the help of Rev. L. Armstrong, 
Gardner Storr and James Mott, that 
a century was to rally to his temper­ 
ance banner multitudes of 
societies 
and 
millions 
of 
earnest followers. 
Little did he and the others associated 
with him realize that that quiet, In­ 
significant meeting which was held 
In his home at Moreau on April 30, 
1808, was to provide the inspiration 
for a great 
world-wide 
temperance J 
congress, and that at his home and 
at his grave there would gather mul­ 
titudes pledged to the same work who 
w'ould there find new inspiration and 
new* courage for pressing the battle 
against the forces of intemperance. 
But such is to be the fact, and how- 
fitting it seems that the society which 
Billy Clark organized 
and which 
is 
still in existence, should be in charge 
of the preliminary arrangements for 
the 
coming 
centennial 
celebration. 
Such initial steins have already bet rn 
taken and a contract secured for the 
great convention 
hall 
at 
Saratoga 
Springs. 
This 
splendid 
auditorium 
will seat 5,000 people, and there 
is 
every 
likelihood 
that 
its 
utmost 
capacity will be taxed, and that over­ 
flow meetings will have to be held in 
the various churches of the place, the 
pastors all having agreed to recom­ 
mend to their official boards the plac­ 
ing of their edifices, free of charge, at 
the disposal of such temperance so­ 
cieties as may fittingly occupy them. 
All temperance societies, of what­ 
ever name or nature, throughout the 
entire world, have been most cordially 
invited to participate in this unique 
celebration. Each organization so par­ 
ticipating will be a law 
unto 
itself, 
making its own program and responsi­ 
ble for its own utterances. 
l Ti>oii ap­ 
plication, there will he assigned 
to 
each organization a day or days, as 
they may elect, the great hall or some 
church, as they may choose, and hotel 
accommodations secured, if desired. 
The various nations 
of the 
world 
will he invited to send national repre­ 
sentatives to this congress. 
Medical 
associations and 
historical 
societies 
will also be asked to fraternize in the 
w’ork. Churches of all denominations 
will be invited to participate. 
The 
president of the Knifed States and 
the governor of New York will be in­ 
vited to be present or to be represent­ 
ed by some official of the American 
nation and of the state government 
of New- York. 
The history of this century of tem­ 
perance reform will be divided into 
five periods, of 20 years each, 
and 
the progress of temperance 
senti­ 
ment during each of these periods will 
be shown by the increase in public 
sentiment, the organization of tem­ 
perance societies, the attitude of tin* 
Christian churches, and the passage 
of prohibitory laws by 
the 
various 
governments. 
A paper will he given 
by Dr. Charles Iqgraham, on “Tho 
Birth of the Temperance Reform at 
Moreau/' giving a history of Dr. Hilly 
James Clark and the temperance so­ 
ciety organized by him and his associ­ 


ates. 
Speakers of international repu­ 
tation w ill be secured for one address 
each day, in t In* great convention hall. 
In addition to these meetings, the va­ 
rious temperance 
organizations 
will 
hold separate conventions, aud it is 
expected that three or more different 
conventions will be in session at the 
same time each day.

proposed 
practice 
cruise of the Atlantic squadron from 
its base on the Atlantic coast around 
the southern point of South America 
and up to San Francisco. 
Naval experts at work on the de­ 
tails of the coming cruise figure that 
it will cost $3,000,000 to provide the 
fuel which will be needed to steam 
the 15 great battleships, the five or 
six auxiliary cruisers and the torpedo 
flotilla over the 
13,000-mile course. 
According to present plans the fleet 
will set sail in December, 
and 
be­ 
tween now and that time the greatest 
question of all the many relating to 
the success of the cruise—that of fuel 
— must be settled and arranged for. 
Five or six coaling stations at least 
must be touched between Hampton 
Roads and Puget sound during the 
two months and a half or more that 
will be required to make the mo­ 
mentous excursion. 
Certainly, there 
'Will be several colliers waiting ui>on 
the fuel needs of the battleships and 
those abominations of all naval offi­ 
cers, torpedoboats, but their supplies 
will by no means meet the require­ 
ments of the fighting machines. Much 
will depend upon the supplies ordered 
weeks ago by the navy department 
through the consular agents at the 
coaling stations where the fleet is ex­ 
pected to collect during the long and 
tedious itinerary. 
That the 
extraordinary 
demands 
upon the usual fuel stores 
to 
be 
found at authorized stations to be 
made by the great fleet will result in 
a proportionate increase of price is 
admitted by the navy department, but 
unfortunately there is no way of ob­ 
taining cheaper coal. 
Hence it 
is 
known in advance that the cost per 
ton will be from eight dollars to $13 
on the Atlantic coast station, while 
from $13 to $17 may be the price be­ 
tween Sandy Point, in the Strait of 
Magellan, to Puget sound. 
As most 
of the warships will consume from 
60 to IOO tons per day, if is readily 
seen how very expensive their trip 
from ocean to ocean will be. 
Most of the nien-of war can steam 
between 5,000 and 8,000 miles 
with­ 
out recoaling, so that ii will be an 
easy matter for them to junket along 
between the established stations. But 
the torpedoboats will require the con­ 
stant attention of the colliers. 
It is 
said that their average find endur­ 
ance is between 1,000 and 1,500 miles. 
Besides, they will need the constant 
surveillance of th** larger ships, being 
frail craft and liable to many dam­ 
ages. 
The flotilla will keep close to 
the coast while skirting down the At­ 
lantic and up the Pacific, and may be 
the cause of numerous delays on the 
part of the whole fleet. 
Therefore it 
is small wonder that the entire naval 
force reviles this type of vessel. 
It is 
the general conviction among the old 
er officers in the navy that the tor- 
pedoboat has demonstrated that it is 
utterly worthless in active warfare, 
and the American sea-tighter is too 
much of a utilitarian to tolerate the 
impracticable. 
The first station to be drawn upon 
for coal by the armada will be 
St. 
Thomas, in the Danish West Indies. 
It will be remembered that the Unit­ 
ed States government some time ago 
offered $7,000,000 for the possession 
of this port and the Danish posses­ 
sions in the Antilles—an off*T which 
was first accepted, to be refused later 
on mature consideration. 
Very likely the delicate little tor­ 
pedo flotilla will find it necessary to 
put into San Juan, Porto Rico. for 
fuel, this being the 
trolled by America 
and so hamper the 
armada. 
The next coaling station on 
the 
route is Bahia. 
At this picturesque 
and historic town several 
of 
the 
smaller vessels will 
bo obliged to 
stop in order to amend deficiencies 
in their coal hunkers, although war­ 
ships of the greater magnitude may 
bo able to proceed to Rio Janeiro with­ 
out taking aboard fresh supplies of 
fuel. 
The entire fleet will probably 
average eight knots an hour, which 
will enable the big ships to keep their 
fuel consumption at a minimum. 
Fleet to Assemble at Rio. 
All of the vessels will assemble at 
Rio Janerio, whether or not coal is 
needed, for a general survey by Ad­ 
miral Evans. 
After this there will 
be no stop along the Atlantic coast 
of South America until Montevideo, 
Uruguay, af the mouth of the Rio de 
la Plata is reached. 
Here there will 
be another inspection and a general 
recoaling preparatory to the long voy­ 
age to Sandy Point, in the Strait of 
Magellan. 
Isolated as Sandy Point is. it is yet 
a thriving port. 
Commerce flourishes 
aud many supplies besides fuel will 


be taken aboard 
Uncle Sam’s war* 
ships. 
Sandy Point offers a compara­ 
tively sat’** anchorage, despite the in­ 
different reputation granted the strait 
by navigators. 
When the wind sets 
in strong, however, it will be nec- 
cessary for the ships to up anchor 
and away. whether or not there is 
coal on board. 
The main danger, and 
one that is omnipresent, is the "willy- 
waws,” which for centuries have made 
this vicinity dreaded by navigators. 
These are a series of eccentric winds 
which cause ships of tho largest di­ 
mensions to sail sidewise, although 
the torpedoboats may not be particu­ 
larly hampered in their movements. 
Valparaiso, Chile, or Callao, Peru, 
will be the next stopping places for 
coal supplies, and here the price of 
fuel will soar aloft if traditions are 
observed. 
Most of the fuel on hand 
at all the stations is usually reserved 
for the merchantmen, the latter pay­ 
ing a slight advance over the charges 
obtaining at American or European 
ports, but when a man-of-war m akes 
its appearance the mercenary dealers 
immediately increase 
the cost, 
be­ 
lieving that it is a matter of commer­ 
cial acumen to “stick” the nation to 
which the warship may belong. 
From these ports the armada will 
proceed on its way to San Francisco, 
some of the vessels, maybe, stopping 
at Magdalena Bay, Lower California, 
for more coal. 
Fuel at the former 
port will not be so costly, but the 
expense, nevertheless, will be suffi­ 
ciently important to make 
a 
rare 
showing in the general bill coming to 
Uncle Sam. 
It is not likely that the fleet or any 
component vessel will be obliged to 
put into any port for repairs during 
the long journey. 
"Vulcan'’ or repair 
ships will be on hand to supply parts 
of m aclenery that may become dam­ 
aged. 
Most of the latter will carry 
large quantities of duplicate parts, so 
that any of the usual and ordinary 
damages incurred at sea may be readi­ 
ly amended.

The temperance movement was the 
tiny seed in ISOS when Dr Hilly James 
Clark formed the first temperance so- 
ciety in history at Moreau. Saratoga 
county. New York., and now it has 
become the great 
temperance 
tree 


whose branches have spread through- 
out the land and all the world to hear 
their blessed t'ruit of reformation, and 
provide the leaves of healing for the 
cruel and deadly wounds which King 
Alcohol have inflicted. 


Temperance as a principle was a 


minus quantity a century ago and or- 
ganized temperance effort was a thing 
unknown, but to-day we find the or- 
ganized forces of temperance every- 
where at work warning people of the 
evil Affects 
of alcoholic 
beverages, 


seeking 
to 
alleviate 
the 
suffering 


caused by drink and to rescue those 
addicted to • intemperance, and

bating the evil forces which aie 
at

In- 
significant meeting v. Inch was held 
In his home at Moreau on April 30, 
180S, was to provide the inspiration

world-wide 
temperance 


congress, and that at his home and 
at his grave there would gather mul- 
titudes pledged to the same work who 
would there find new inspiration and 
new courage for pressing the battle 
against the forces of intemperance 


But such la to be the fact, and rnw 


fitting it seems that the society which 
Billy Clark organized 
and which 
Is 


still in existence, should be in charge 
of the preliminary arrangements fur 
the 
coming centennial celebration. 


Such initial steps have alread> been 
taken and a contract secured for the 
great convention hall 
at 
Saratoga

This 
splendid 
auditorium 


will seat 5,000 people, and there 
is 


every 
likelihood 
that 
its 
utmost 


capacity will be taxed, and that over- 
flow meetings will have to be held in 
the various churches of the place, the 
pastors all having agreed to recom- 
mend to their official boards the plac- 
ing of their edifices, free of charge, at 
the disposal of such temperance so- 
cieties as may fittingly occupy them. 


All temperance societies, of what- 


ever nanio or nature, throughout the 
entire world, have been most rotdiall> 
invited to participate in this unique 
celebration Kach organisation so par- 
ticipating will be a law 
unto 
itself, 


making its own program and responsi- 
ble for Its own utterances. 
Upon ap- 


plication, there will bo assigned

each organization a day or days, as 
they may elect, the great hall or some 
church, as they may choose, ami hotel 
accommodations secured, if desired 


The various nations of the 
world 


will he invited to send national repre- 
sentatives to this congress.

cruise of tho Atlantic squadron from 
its base on the Atlantic coast around 
the southern point of South America 
and up to San Francisco. 


Naval exports at work on the de- 


tails of the coming cruise figure that 
it will cost $3,000,000 to provide the 
fuel which will he needed to steam 
the 16 great battleships, the five or 
six auxiliary cruisers and the torpedo 
flotilla over the 13,000-mile course. 
According to present plans the fleet 
win set sail in December, 
and 
be- 


tween now and that time the greatest 
question of all the many relating to 
the success of the cruise—that of fuel 
—must be settled and arranged for, 
Five or six coaling stations at least 
must be touched between 
Hampton 


Roads and Puget sound during the 
two months and a half or more that 
will be required to make the mo- 
mentous excursion. 
Certainly, there 


.will be several colliers waiting upon 
the fuel needs of the battleships and 
those abominations of all naval offi- 
cers, torpedoboats, but their supplies 
will by no means meet the require- 
ments of the fighting machines. Much 
will depend upon the supplies ordered 
weeks ago by the navy department 
through the consular agents at the 
coaling stations where the fleet is ex- 
pected to collect during the long and 
tedious itinerary. 


That the 
extraordinary 
demands 


upon the usual fuel stores 
to 
be 


found at authorized stations to be 
made by the great fleet will result In 
a proportionate increase of price Is 
admitted by the navy department, but 
unfortunately there is no way of ob- 
taining cheaper coal. 
Hence it is 


known in advance that the cost per 
ton will be from eight dollars to $13 
on the Atlantic coast station, while 
from $13 to $17 may be the price be- 
tween Sandy Point, in the Strait of 
Magellan, to Puget sound. 
As most 


of the warships will consume from 
60 to 100 tons per day, it is readily 
seen how very expensive their trip 
from ocean to ocean will be. 


Most of the men-of-war can steam 


between 5,000 and 8,000 miles with- 
out recoaling, so that it will be an 
easy matter for them to junket along 
between the established stations. But 
the torpedoboats will require the con- 
stant attention of the colliers. 
It IB 


said that their average fuel endur- 
ance Is between 1 iiOO and 1,500 miles. 
Besides, they w i l l need the constant 
surveillance of the larger ships, being 
frail craft and liable to many dam- 
ages. The flotilla will koep close to 
the ooast while skirting down the At- 
lantic and up the Pacific, and may be 
the cause of numerous delays on the 
part of the whole fleet. Therefore it 
is small wonder that the entire naval 
force reviles this type of vessel. It is 
the general conviction among the old 
er officers in the navy that the tor- 
pedoboat has demonstrated that it is 
utterly worthless in active warfare, 
and the American sea-tighter fs too 
much of a utilitarian to tolerate the 
Impracticable. 


The first station to be drawn upon 


for coal by the armada will be 
St. 


Thomas, in the Danish West Indies. 
It will be remembered that the Unit- 
ed States government some time ago 
offered $7,000,000 for the possession 
of this port and the Danish posses- 
sions in the Antilles—an offer which 
was first accepted, to be refused later 
on mature consideration. 


Very likely the delicato little tor- 


pedo flotilla will find it necessary to 
put into San Juan, Porto Rico, for 
fuel, this being the only 
port con- 


trolled by America in the 
Antilles, 


and so hamper the progress of tho 
armada. 


The next coaling station on 
tho 


route is Hani a. 
At this picturesque 


and historic town several 
of 
the 


smaller vessels will be obliged to 
stop in order to amend deficiencies 
In their coal bunkers, although war- 
ships of the greater magnitude may 
bo able to proceed to Uio Janeiro with- 
out taking aboard fresh supplies of 
fuel. 
The entire fleet will probably 


average eight knots an hour, which 
will enable tho bte -ships to keep their 
fuel consumption at a minimum. 


Fleet to Assemble at Rio. 


Ail of the vessels will assemble at 


Rio .Tanerio, whether or not coal is 
needed, for a general survey by Ad- 
miral Evans. 
After this there will 


be no stop along tho Atlantic coast 
of South America until Montevideo, 
Uruguay, at the mouth of the Rio de 
la Plata IB reached. 
Here there will 


be another inspection and a general 
recoallng preparatory to the long voy- 
age to Sandy Point, In the Strait of 
Magellan, 


Isolated as Sandy Point Is, It Is yet 


a thriving port. Commerce flourishes 
and many supplies besides fuel will 


bo taken aboard Uncle Sam's war- 
ships. Sandy Point offers a compara- 
tively eafe anchorage, despite the in- 
different reputation granted the strait 
by navigators. 
When the wind seta 


in strong, however, it will be nee- 
cessary for the ships to up anchor 
and away, whether or not there I» 
coal on board. The main danger, and 
one that is omnipresent, is the "willy- 
waws," which for centuries have made 
this vicinity dreaded by navigators. 
These are a series of eccentric winds 
which cause ships of the largest di- 
mensions to sail sidewise, although 
the torpedoboats may not be particu- 
larly hampered In their 
movements, 


Valparaiso, Chile, or Callao, Peru, 


will be the next stopping places for 
coal supplies, and here the price of 
fuel will soar aloft if traditions are 
observed. 
Most of the fuel on hand 


at all the stations is usually reserved 
for the merchantmen, the latter pay- 
ing a slight advance over the charges 
obtaining at American or European 
ports, but when a man-of-war makes 
Its appearance the mercenary dealers 
immediately Increase 
the cost, 
be- 


lieving that it Is a matter of commer- 
cial acumen to "stick" the nation to 
which the warship may belong. 


From these ports the armada will 


proceed on its way to San Francisco, 
some of the vessels, maybe, stopping 
at Magdalena Bay, Lower California, 
for more coal. 
Fuel at the former 


port will not be eo costly, hut the 
expense, nevertheless, will be 
suffi- 


ciently important to make 
a 
rare 


showing in the general bill coming to 
Uncle Sam. 


It is not likely that the fleet or any 


component vessel will be obliged to 
put into any port for repairs during 
the long journey. "Vulcan" or repair 
ships will be on hand to supply parts 
of macltnery that may become dam- 
aged. 
Most of the latter will carry 


large quantities of duplicate parts, so 
that any of the usual and ordinary 
damages incurred at sea may be readi- 
ly amended.

made by the great fleet will result In 
a proportionate increase of price Is 
admitted by the navy department, but 
unfortunately there is no way of ob- 
taining cheaper coal. 
Hence it is 


known in advance that the cost per 
ton will be from eight dollars to $13 
on the Atlantic coast station, while 
from $13 to $17 may be the price be- 
tween Sandy Point, in the Strait of 
Magellan, to Puget Bound. 
As most 


of the warships will consume from 
60 to 100 tons per day, it is readily 
seen how very expensive their trip 
from ocean to ocean will be. 


Most of the men-of-war can steam 


between 5,000 and 8,000 miles with- 
out recoaling, so that it will be an 
easy matter for them to junket along 
between the established stations. But 
the torpedoboats will require the con- 
stant attention of the colliers. 
It is 


said that their average fuel endur- 
ance Is between 1 w>0 and 1,500 miles. 
Besides, they ^vill need the constant 
surveillance of the larger ships, being 
frail craft and liable to many dam- 
ages. The flotilla will keep close to 
the coast while skirting down the At- 
lantic and up the Pacific, and may be 
the cause of numerous delays on the 
part of the whole fleet. Therefore it 
Is small wonder that the entire naval 
force reviles this type of vessel. It is 
the general conviction among the old 
er officers in the navy that the tor- 
pedoboat has demonstrated that it is 
utterly worthless in active warfare, 
and the American sea-lighter Is too 
much of a utilitarian to tolerate the 
Impracticable. 


The first station to be drawn upon 


Tor coal by the armada will be 
St. 


Thomas, in the Danish West Indies. 
It will be remembered that the Unit- 
ed States government »ome time ago 
offered $7,000,000 for the possession 
of this port, and the Danish posses- 
sions in the Antilles—an offer which 
was first accepted, to be refused later 
on mature consideration. 


Very likely the delicate little tor- 


pedo flotilla will find it necessary lo 
put into San Juan, Porto Rico, for 
fuel, this being the only 
port con- 


trolled by America in the 
Antilles, 


and so hamper the progress of the 
armada. 


The next coaling station on 
the 


route is Uahfa. 
At this picturesque 


and historic town several 
of 
the 


smaller vessels 
will be obliged to 


stop in order to amend deficiencies 
n their coal bunkers, although w ar- 
shlps of the greater magnitude may 
bo able to proceed to Rio Janeiro with- 
out taking aboard fresh supplies of 
fuel. 
The entire fleet will probably 


average eight knots an hour, which 
will enable the big -ships to keep their 
fuel consumption at a minimum. 


Fleet to Assemble at Rio. 


Ail of the vessels will assemble at 


Rio Janerio, whether or not coal is 
needed, for a general survey by Ad- 
miral Evans. 
After this there will 


he no stop along the Atlantic coast 
of South America until Montevideo, 
Uruguay, at the mouth of the Rio de 
la Plata is reached. 
Here there will 


be another inspection and a general 
recoallng preparatory to the long voy- 
age to Sandy Point, in the Strait of 
Magellan. 


Isolated as Sandy Point is, It is yet 


a thriving port. Commerce flourishes 
and many supplies besides fuel will 


be taken aboard Vncle Sam's war- 
ships. Sandy Point oilers a compara- 
tively safe anchorage, despite the in- 
different reputation granted the strait 
by navigators. 
When the wind seta 


in strong, however, it will be nee- 
cesaary for the ships to up anchor 
and away, whether or not there I» 
coal on board. The main danger, and 
one that is omnipresent, is the "willy- 
waws," which for centuries have made 
this vicinity dreaded by navigators. 
These are a series of eccentric winds 
which cause ships of the largest di- 
mensions to sail side wise, although 
the torpedoboats may not be particu- 
larly hampered In their 
movements, 


Valparaiso, Chile, or Callao, Peru, 


will be the next stopping places for 
coal supplies, and here the price of 
fuel will soar aloft if traditions are 
observed. 
Most of the fuel on hand 


at all the stations is usually reserved 
for the merchantmen, the latter pay- 
ing a slight advance over the charges 
obtaining at American or European 
ports, but when a man-of-war makes, 
its appearance the mercenary dealers 
immediately Increase 
the cost, 
be- 


Ifcvlng that it is a matter of commer- 
cial acumen to "stick" the nation to 
which the warship may belong. 


From these ports the armada will 


proceed on its way to San Francisco, 
some of the vessels, maybe, stopping 
at Magdalena Bay, Lower California, 
for more coal. 
Fuel at the former 


port will not be eo costly, but the 
expense, nevertheless, will be suffi- 
ciently important to make 
a 
rare 


showing in the general bill coming to 
Uncle Sam. 


It is not likely that the fleet or any 


component vessel will be obliged to 
put into any port for repairs during 
the long journey. "Vulcan" or repair 
ships will be on hand to supply parts 
of macltnery that may become dam- 
aged. 
Most of the latter will carry 


large quantities of duplicate parts, so 
that any of the usual and ordinary 
damages incurred at sea may be readi- 
ly amended.
